
Teen thief 
threatens 
girls of 11 


A TEENAGE mugger robbed three 
11-year-old girls of their mobile 
phones in broad daylight in Harlow. 

The young victims were walking 
along Tendring Road between 2.25pm 
and 2.40pm on Saturday when they 
were approached by the thief. 

Detective Constable Mike Ferg¬ 
uson, of Harlow Police, said: “The 
suspect threatened the girls and 
then grabbed one of them and 
demanded her mobile phone. 

“She took her phone and the other 
girls were so scared they also hand¬ 
ed over their phones.” 

A leopard print purse and cash 
were also taken. Two of the phones 
were Blackberrys and the third an 
iPhone. 

The suspect is described as white, 
aged 14 or 15 and of slim to medium 
build, with blonde hair. She was 
wearing a black padded jacket with 
a belt and fur hood, black leggings 
and black trainers. 

DC Ferguson added: “This was a 
very scary incident for these three 
girls. 

“If anyone has any information 
which could assist my enquires I 
would ask them to call me.” 

In a seperate incident a 15-year- 
old girl was pulled to the ground 
and robbed by two teenagers while 
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walking in an alleyway leading to 
Barn Mead field at around 3.30pm 
on Monday. 

Her assailants stole lip balm, a 
glass candle holder, a jar of sweets 
and a spotted pink and white mate¬ 
rial bag. The items were birthday 
presents from her friends. 

The suspects are described as a 
girl aged about 17 with straight 
dark brown hair, of slim build and 
wearing a short black coat and 
jeans, and a 17-year-old boy with 
short ginger hair, freckles across 
his nose and wearing a grey track- 
suit. 

Police are keen to talk to a couple 
with a pushchair who went to the 
aid of the victim as they believe 
they may be able to assist with the 
investigation. 

A teenage girl who was arrested in 
connection with the incident on 
Saturday afternoon has been ques¬ 
tioned and released on police bail.

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Warning over 
fake postcode 
lottery letter 

A LETTER sent to households 
across Essex claiming they 
have won a ‘postcode lottery’ 
is a scam, police have 
warned. 

The letter, purportedly 
from The Euromillions 
International Postcode 
Lottery, claims to have been 
sent directly from Brussels 
and from the ‘desk of the 
Vice President’. 

However, the giveaway is its 
noticeably poor English and 
counts the FIFA World Cup, 
Commonwealth Games and 
National Lottery as 
supporters. 

The letter tells people they 
have won thousands, then 
asks them to call a claim line 
and send a form back to 
claim the prize. 

Earlier this week the Star 
received a call from a reader 
living in Sewell Harris Court, 
Harlow, who received the 
letter. 

An Essex Police spokesman 
said: “Several people have 
reported the scam to Essex 
Police. Many others will have 
realised it’s a hoax and 
thrown the letter away but 
some may be more 
vulnerable and find 
themselves being tricked. 

“The scam has been around 
for many years but seems to 
have spiked over the last few 
weeks around the county.” 

Crime prevention tactical 
advisor Graham Anthony, 
who is based at Harlow 
police station, said: “This 
scam has been around for a 
while and unfortunately 
some people do fall for it. 

“The reminder is never to 
give out your personal 
information, especially 
account details, PIN 
numbers and signatures to 
strangers. After all, if you 
haven’t entered how can you 
win? Something that seems 
too good to be true usually 
is.”

Potholes ‘shouldn’t 
have got this bad’ 
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THE deteriortaing state of roads 
in The Stow area of Harlow has 
prompted residents to launch a 
petition to get them repaired. 

Residents living in the area are 
fed up with the number of pot¬ 
holes that litter the highway. 

Resident Danny Purton said: “It 
is dangerous for pedestrians, 
cyclists and motorists and should 
never have been allowed to get so 
bad.” 

Another resident, Shelia Sullivan 
added: “I believe that Essex County 
Council did have spare money in 
its highways budget last year and 
could have spent it on repairing 
our roads. 

“People are angry that the roads 
and pavements have been allowed 
to get into such a terrible state and 
Essex County Council appears to 
be unwilling to do anything about 
it. 

“We have been collecting signa¬ 
tures on a petition about the state 
of the roads and pavements and 
residents have been flocking to 
add their support.” 

Last month Harlow, MP Robert 
Halfon called on the Government 
to set aside more money for pot-

hole repairs. 

Mr Halfon has also launched a 
campaign to tackle the problem 
and is encouraging Harlow resi¬ 
dents to write to him about any 
potholes in their area. 

He said “We are compiling the 
database of all the potholes that 
are sent in to us which is all being 


done on a spreadsheet. 

“The idea is that somebody 
emails or tweets me a pothole and 
we put it on a spreadsheet. I then 
forward the issue to Essex County 
Council and I ask them for an 
update on the problem. 

“I then update the resident who 
submitted the pothole to me.” 


Children upset after thief steals bicycles from garage 


FOUR bicycles including two 
children’s bikes were stolen from 
the garage of a family home in 
Harlow over the weekend. 

Police are investigating the 
burglary at the Tithelands 
garage which happened 
overnight between Saturday and 
Sunday. Thieves entered the 
victim’s garage and removed an 
adult man’s mountain bike, a 
black/blue Challenger and two 
children’s bikes - a pink BMX 
and a “motorbike-bike” from 
Toys R Us. 





Owner Connie Robinson, 46, 
said: “They took the two 
children’s bikes and two of my 
husband’s bikes. He had just 


brought one of them. We found 
out on Sunday morning when my 
husband, who cycles, went to go 
to work and discovered they had 
gone. 

“I’m really annoyed and the 
children are really upset they 
were crying when they found 
out. Both bikes were birthday 
presents so it’s upsetting for 
them.”

Traffic problems date back to 
decision taken 40 years ago 

SIR Does Harlow’s daily traffic congestion 
have a specific cause? Did someone in the 
past act in a way that has caused the 
current chaos to ensue? The answer to 
both these questions is yes. 

Before the Second World War a highway 
called the Norwich Radial was planned. Its 
route, which generally followed the Lee 
Valley, was surveyed and marked out back 
in 1938 but activity was suspended 
because of the war. However, the route 
plan remained unchanged until 1970. 

In 1947, central government delegated to 
Harlow Development Corporation the 
laying out of Harlow New Town within 
designated borders. The HDC responded 
by locating the three centres of commerce” 
of the town - Pinnacles, the town centre 
and Templefields - close to the route of this 
planned new highway. 

In 1957 the HDC’s guide book still showed 
the Norwich Radial, together with 
proposed access points into the town. In 
1970, central government pronounced that 
the highway (renamed Mil) would be 
rerouted to the Roding Valley, bringing it 
on the east side of Harlow with access in 
the south east corner. 

It was said that this would save £10m 
(£140m today). No consideration was 
apparently given to the fact that the town 
had been planned around a motorway on 
its northern and western boundary. 

Any joined-up thinking by central 
government would have seen the necessity 
to embody into the new plans a spur on the 
northern side of the town to directly feed 
the town’s three centres of commerce and, 
enhance access to Stanstead from the 
A414(W). 

So now you have the specific cause and 
you have the culprit. 

This change in the motorway routing and 
positioning of the Harlow access point 
south of Potter Street is the prime cause of 
the town’s traffic dysfunction. 

We all need to pressurise central 
government to make amends by fully 
funding the full northern link road 
solution, funding from central government 
and not from impoverished county 
councils.

Reasons for increase in food 
thefts are clear for all to see 

SIR In his specious conclusion that the 
reasons for a rise in food thefts and the use 
of foodbanks “are deep and complex” 

(Star, April 10), Robert Halfon made it all 
sound as mysterious as the search for the 
Higgs boson particle. 

The reasons bare only deep and complex 
if you are in total denial that the cause of 
the rise is almost entirely due to the 
Draconian welfare reform the Government 
is inflicting upon the most vulnerable 
members of our society. 

The reasons, however, are out there for 
all to see - if they want to. 

The Trussed Trust, which co-ordinates 
most of the foodbanks in the UK, has 
found that half the adults using them are 
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having issues with their benefits. Even 
though many have low income jobs, they 
still struggle to buy food after making their 
debt repayments and paying off other 
expenses such as extortionate fuel bills. 

When the coalition came to power in 
2010 there were between 20-30 foodbanks 
in the UK. Now there are between 400-500, 
with a sharp increase occurring in April 
2013 when the Government curb on 
welfare came into effect. 

Mr Halfon should take his head out of 
the sand bucket and, if he really cares, 
petition Ian Duncan-Smith for a more 
humane approach on welfare to mitigate 
the hardship and indignity that many 
thousands of our fellow citizens are having 
to endure. 

Then, instead of obfuscating about 
reasons “deep and complex” he might just 
do some good and be a true champion of 
the people.

It was a lovely 
gesture. Everyone here was very excit¬ 
ed to get the new minibus. 

“It will be a big help, we did have an 
existing minibus but it was very old 
and it would not be long until it had 
given up the ghost entirely so this 
very lovely donation came at just the 
right time really” 

Staff at the residential home are 
already planning more activities and 
day trips for its residents. 

Livingstone House administrator 
Susan Preater said: “The residents are 
thrilled with the donation and can’t 
wait to use it for their trips and weekly 


outings to the coast, to see other 
towns and to visit new sights.” 

The minibus was unveiled at a cere¬ 
mony on Friday which was attended 
by staff, residents, friends and family 
Entertainment was also provided on 
the day from a Billy Fury and Elvis 
tribute act.

Rape accused is

Lacey who appeared at Chel¬ 
msford Magistrates Court yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday), also faces 
two other charges of engaging 
in sexual activity with two 
other girls - both 15 - between 
August 15 and September 20, 
2012 . 

He was granted bail on condi¬ 
tion he does not contact any of 
the three alleged victims. 


Seven left homeless after roof blaze 



A PREGNANT woman was one of seven 
people who were left homeless 
following a fire in the roof of three 
terraced homes on Monday. 

Two crews from Harlow and 
firefighters from Old Harlow, Epping 
and Ongar atgtended the scene of the 
blaze in Rowley Meade, Thornwood. 

At one point the incident commander 
reported the roofs were 70 per cent 
alight. 

Firefighters wore 20 sets of breathing 
apparatus and used three main jets 
and three hose reel jets to tackle the 
blaze. 

Eyewitness Lesley Davison, who took 
the picture, left, from his back garden, 
said: “The smoke was thick black and 
acrid. It was a very serious fire. 

“Our hearts go out to all who have 
lost their homes and belongings. This 
is just horrendous. I cannot imagine 
how they are feeling at this time.” 

An investigation is now under way to 
establish the cause of the blaze.

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One night under the stars... 
but for some it’s a way of life

AS many people were tucking into 
bed or enjoying a night out on 
Friday, a group of 32 people - myself 
included - were making their way to 
St Mary-at-Latton church to find a 
sleeping place for the night. 

After a hot drink and some enter¬ 
tainment from talented singer 
Keiren Mitchell, those taking part in 
homeless charity Streets2Homes’ 
Sleep-Out found a spot and set up 
their cardboard, tarpulin and sleep¬ 
ing bag before attempting to get 
comfortable for the night. 

I wore seven layers, which included 
two jackets and the thickest socks I 
own and I still woke up several times 
throughout the night feeling cold. 
The dull ache from sleeping on the 
hard ground also didn’t help and I 
only managed around four hours 
sleep in total. 

But, at the end of it, I got to go home 
whereas homeless people do not, 
and it made me realise how lucky I 
was to do that for one night and then 
be able to go home - to a shower, a 
bed and a place I felt safe. And that is 
what is important about the charity’s 
event. It is about raising awareness 
as well as much needed funds.

signed up that many people that take 
part in the Sleep-Out say it changes 
their mindset and I can see why. 

Streets2Homes provide help, sup¬ 
port and advice to the town’s home¬ 
less to help people get back on their 
feet and into a home. 


On my part, there was not as much 
sleeping as I would normally have 
but we were lucky with the weather 
and that the rain held off until we 
were waking up and packing away. 

The town’s homeless are not as 
lucky, though they have the charity’s 


centre to go to during the day. At 
night, they must face the elements 
and the dangers that come from 
sleeping rough. After just one night, 
trying to emulate what that must feel 
like - albeit in much safer circum¬ 
stances - I was exhausted and just 


wanted to go home and I am lucky 
enough to have that option. 

If the Sleep-Out has taught me any¬ 
thing, it is how vital Streets2Homes 
are, who help residents when they 
are at their most desperate and vul¬ 
nerable get back on their feet.

A YOUNG woman who kicked ano¬ 
ther female in the face during a 
scuffle outside a Harlow nightclub 
has been ordered to complete 100 
hours of unpaid community work. 

Georgina Little, 23, of Ashworth 
Place, Harlow, was also ordered to 
pay £1,885 compensation to her vic¬ 
tim who suffered a cut mouth and 
lost a tooth. 

Little pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court last Wednesday 
to assaulting Chrissy Lecount after 
leaving Seen nightclub in The Rows 
on December 20 last year. 

The assault, which was caught on 
CCTV, happened after a friend of 
Little’s and a friend of Miss Lecount 
began fighting. 

The court was told Miss Lecount 
joined in while Little was being 
restrained by members of the pub¬ 
lic, but after being released she went 
over and kicked her. 

Grace Court, prosecuting, said: 
“During a struggle Little ran over to 
the victim who was on her hands 
and knees and kicked her in the 
face, causing bleeding from the nose 
and mouth. 

“Little had been held back on mul¬ 
tiple occasions by members of the 
public before being released. Inter¬ 
viewed, she said she was acting in 
self defence because she thought 
she was going to be attacked.” 

Craig Tipper, representing Little,

said in mitigation his client had 
been assaulted inside the club and 
was acting in self defence after the 
victim was heard to say to friends: 
“Get, her, get her, don’t let her get 
away.” 

Mr Tipper said: “On the face of it it 
seems like a nasty assault which 
came out of the blue, but it resulted 
from an incident inside the night¬ 
club.” 

He said Little had been punched in 
the face by one of a group of three 
women who were then told to leave 
the premises. A few minutes later 
Little was also told to leave and it 
was soon after that the confronta¬ 
tion took place. 

“It was a momentary lapse in con¬ 
centration,” said Mr Tipper. “She 
was of previous good character. 
She’s upset because she can’t travel 
to America next year due to the con¬ 
viction.” 

Chairman of the bench Dawn 
Roch told Little: “This is related to a 
very serious assault where the vic¬ 
tim lost a tooth and suffered a split 
mouth and bloody nose. It was 
excessive violence; you should have 
walked away but instead went up 
and kicked her.” 

Little was also ordered to pay £85 
costs and a £60 victim surcharge.

Dean runs marathon in friend’s memory 


A LONG-distance runner successfully 
completed his fifth marathon race this 
year in aid of St Clare Hospice. 

Dean Davis, 42, of Altham Grove, 
Harlow, was inspired to take on the 
Brighton Marathon after his 
friend, Andrew Thompson, 
was cared for at the hospice 
before his death.

Dean, who works 
for Universal 
Pictures, took up 
running three 
years ago. He is 
now preparing to 
run from London to 
Brighton and 
completing another 
ultra-marathon. 

“It was my first 
Brighton 

Marathon,” he said 
“My normal distance 
is around the 50-mile 
mark but I wanted to

“My wife, Dawn, was there supporting 
me as she always is and Andrew’s partner 
Maureen came along too as well as a few 
other people which was nice.” 

He added: “It was very emotional. I 
requested something of Andrew’s to have 
on the day. He was a fantastic 
golfer so Maureen gave me one 
of his caps. I ran with it in my 
land. 

“I wore Andrew’s name and 
photo on my St Clare shirt. 
As I was running, people 
shouted out 
Andrew’s name, 
thinking it was me. 
Everyone was 
yelling ‘go Andrew’ 
as I ran passed and 
although it was 
mistaken identity, 
it was really nice.” 

Dean, pictured 
left with Maureen, 
raised more than 
£1,250 for the 
hospice. He will be 
running from 
London to 
Brighton in aid 
of Help for 
Heroes. 
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THREE years ago Anita Collins was 
given the news that every woman 
dreads - she had breast cancer. It was 
a diagnosis that was to change her life 
life... but in a positive way. 

“I have a new confidence and 
strength that I am aware of,” said the 
mother-of-two. “It may have always be 
there but I know about it now. 

“I do not sweat the small stuff any¬ 
more, I used to be a lot more worried 
about little things. 

“I also find that I am more tolerant 
now. If somebody is unpleasant I used 
to go out of my way to be nice and now 
I realise it’s not that important. I have a 
confidence, I do not feel afraid, I actu¬ 
ally feel stronger.” 

Anita, 54, of Church Langley, received 
the diagnosis in October 2011. After 
undergoing chemotherapy, radiother¬ 
apy, surgery and a treatment plan of 
Herceptin, she was recently given the 
all-clear. 

“I do remember feeling numb when I 
was diagnosed,” said Anita, “but I was 
tearful. My husband Alan and I just 
cried. We just sat in the car park; we 
couldn’t believe what we had just 
heard. 

“Then after that we did some shop¬ 
ping. It is strange but you go into a 
trance, you go into autopilot and do 
something normal because you do not 
really know what to do.” 

Last year Anita completed the Race 
for Life in Harlow with her daughters, 
Marie, 32, and Emma, 30, raising more 
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than £2,500 for Cancer Research UK. 

“I wanted to do the Race for Life to 
give something back,” she said. “I do 
donate to Cancer Research but I want¬ 
ed to do something local to support the 
charity that does such important work. 

“Between my daughters and I we 
raised over £2,500. I used to run 10k 
and 5k races before the cancer but I 
gained weight with treatment and my 
body ached so we walked it. My daugh¬ 
ters used me as an excuse to walk it 
too. 

“It was very emotional crossing the 
finish line. My husband volunteered as 
a marshall so we were all involved and 
we made a whole day out of it.” 

Anita, praised the work of her medi¬ 
cal team and the support of her family 
and friends who helped her. 

“My husband and I have a good rela¬ 
tionship, we did talk about it but it was 
hard. He was superb,” Anita said. “It 
has made us closer. 

“Going through cancer is a very per¬ 
sonal thing, of course, as there are 
small little things that you can get 
anxious about that you don’t share. 

“Anyone going through cancer will 
know it can be a lonely journey but you 
do not have to be alone. There are pro¬ 
fessional support groups if you cannot 
go to family and friends.” 

Anita, who lost her hair as a result of 
the chemotherapy, chose to not wear a 


wig. She attended a local support 
group called Brafternoon which offers 
non-medical, social support and 
advice to women suffering from all 
types of cancer. 

“I got involved with Brafternoon 
because people there knew how I felt 
because they were going through 
something similar.” 

She is now looking forward to attend¬ 
ing her daughter Emma’s wedding 
later this year. 

“It takes on a whole new meaning,” 
she said. “It was so emotional when she 
said she was getting married and I 
knew I was actually going to see it. 

“I am a positive person in life. I am 
clear at the moment but if it does 
return then I will deal with it then.” 

The Harlow Race for Life takes place 
in the Town Park on Sunday, May 18 
with two distances - 5k and 10k - to 
choose from. 

The cost of entry is £14.99 for women 
aged 16 and over and £10 for those aged 
6-15 (free for children under 5). The 
closing date for registration is 
Thursday, May 15. To enter online visit

Last year 2,069 women took part in

Role of support 
officers is ‘vital’ 
says police tsar 


CUTS in the number of police 
and community support 
officers in Essex could lead to 
a rise in crime, according to 
the country’s biggest public 
services union. 

The warning from Unison 
comes in response to data 
showing that more than 3,500 
PCSO jobs in England have 
been lost since the 2010 
General Election, despite min¬ 
isters’ commitment to protect 
frontline policing. 

A report produced by the 
union said the number of 
PCSOs - uniformed, non-war- 
ranted officers working along¬ 
side regular constables - in 
Essex has fallen by 28 per cent. 

Over there has been a 22 per 
cent reduction in the number 
of PCSOs in England with nine 
police force having cut more 
than 20 per cent of their ranks. 
Only five out of the 39 con¬ 
stabularies in England have 
maintained or increased their 
number of PCSOs. 

The report also shows that 60 
per cent of Unison members 
working as PCSOs had seen 
cuts in staff or resources in 
their police force. 

Union general secretary 
Dave Prentis said: “Neigh¬ 
bourhood policing is dying on 
the beat. What took years to 
build up is being lost because 
of reckless Government cuts. 

“PSCOs play a key role in 
intelligence gathering, tack¬ 
ling minor crimes and anti 
social behaviour. They are a 
reassuring and deterring visi¬ 
ble presence in our streets and 
without them crime is likely to 
rise.” 

He added: “The Government’s 
claims that frontline policing 
would be protected are in tat¬ 
ters. The cuts on neighbour-

hood teams are putting the 
public safety into jeopardy. 
That is why we are calling on 
the Government to fund and 
maintain neighbourhood poli¬ 
cing teams at their 2010 level.” 

The 28.54 per cent cut in 
Essex was the fourth highest in 
the country. 

Essex Police and Crime 
Commissioner Nick Alston 
said PCSOs had a vital role in 
local policing across the coun¬ 
ty and he remained “com¬ 
pletely committed” to keeping 
them as key members of com¬ 
munity policing teams. 

“There has been a reduction 
in PCSO numbers in our coun¬ 
ty but that reduction would 
have been even greater had I 
not acted to support funding 
for policing through modest 
rises in council tax,” he said. 
“However, with less resource 
available the policing model 
will have to be different. 
Around 85 per cent of the 
budget for policing and com¬ 
munity safety consists of the 
salaries of police officers, 
PCSOs and police staff.” 

He added: “I will do all I can 
to drive further efficiency to 
free resources for the front 
line, but I will also ensure we 
invest in the future. 

“We will have fewer PCSOs 
as we are also likely to have 
fewer officers, staff and even 
police stations. But crime has 
continued to fall through all 
the recent changes and I am 
confident the chief constable 
and his officers, PCSOs and 
police staff will do all they can 
to continue to deliver profes¬ 
sional policing to all of us in 
Essex.”

1 would like to remind 
everyone, but 
particularly those of you 
who live alone, to be 
aware of people turning 
up on your doorstep 
offering something for 
sale or saying that 
something is wrong with 
your property. 

Always ask for ID and tell 
the caller the reason you 
are asking is so that you 
can check with their 


employer or the police. A 
genuine caller will have no 
issue with this. 

One recent incident in 
Harlow involved a ‘builder’ 
knocking on a resident’s 
door and claiming one of 
the roof tiles on their 
property needed mending. 
This suddenly turned into 
several roof tiles being 
found damaged and it was 
suspected the rogue 
‘builder’ may have 
damaged the tiles himself 
in order to make the job 
more expensive. 

Again, if a professional 
points out work that needs 
doing they will not be 
offended if you say you 
will get your own 
valuation. 

Crimes like these are still 
relatively few but take 
steps to keep yourself safe 
and never forget basic 
security such as the use of 
your door chain and 
spyhole. If you are not 
happy, then don’t open the 
door to a stranger.

A STEAMSHIP that sank in 1888 has been 
located again under the Golden Gate 
Bridge in San Francisco. 

New sonar images of the City of Chester 
steamboat, right, show it sitting upright, 
covered in mud. 

The passenger ship, pictured above, 
sank after another ship the Oceanic ran 
into it. Sixteen people died but 106 other 
passengers where rescued before the ship 
was lost. 

The ship is thought to be almost 
complete despite being underwater for so 
long. 

The wreckage was found in 217 feet of 
water just inside the Golden Gate while the 



area’s shipping channels were being 
charted. There are no plans to raise the 
boat from the mud but there will be an 
exhibition about the story of its discovery.

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Google creates 
‘virtual’ tour of 
the River Stort

FOR the first time residents 
can walk along some of the 
nation’s most iconic water¬ 
way locations from the com¬ 
fort of their armchair includ¬ 
ing the River Stort in Harlow. 

Google imagery has cap¬ 
tured photographs of Essex’s 
rivers and canals using Google 
Street View’s latest piece of 
technology called the Trekker 
- a four-foot, 401b backpack, 
fitted with a 15-angle lens 
camera taking 360 degree pic¬ 
tures every 2.5 seconds. 

The Canal & River Trust - 
the charity that cares for 
2,000 miles of waterways 
across England and Wales - 
was the first organisation in 
the UK to take the Trekker on 
loan from Google. 

From August until 
November last year staff from 
the Trust captured footage of 
more than 130 miles of water¬ 
ways, which will now be 
available so people can make 
a virtual trip along a variety of 
waterway spots. 

The Trekker is designed to 
capture imagery in public 
locations which the street 
view car and trike cannot typ¬ 
ically reach. The narrow wat¬ 
erway footpaths and bridges 
proved ideal places to trial the 
technology, which has also 
put views of the Grand 
Canyon, the world’s tallest 
building, Burj Khalifa, and 
some of the world’s highest 
peaks, online. 

In all, 20 staff and volun¬ 
teers from the trust trekked 
across 72 locations around 
the country including some of 
the most idyllic, hidden and 
popular places on the 200- 
year network of canals and 
rivers. 

Imagery now available incl¬ 
udes the River Stort in Harlow, 
Little Venice, the Grand Union 
Canal in Brentford, Three 


Mills in east London and 
Regents Canal at City Road 
Lock in Islington. 

With more organisations 
globally loaning the Trekker, 
‘armchair explorers’ can view 
more of these remote and 
hard-to-reach places than 
ever before. 

Wendy Hawk, partnership 
manager at the Trust, said: 
“We’re delighted to be the 
first people in the UK to loan 
the Trekker from Google. 

“The nation’s canals were 
cutting-edge technology when 
they were built 200 years ago, 
so it’s been fascinating to see 
them in a new light through 
the latest piece of 21st century 
technology. 

“We want more people to 
find out about the great loca¬ 
tions and things to do on our 
waterways. Hopefully the 


Street View footage will 
inspire new visitors, whether 
they are from abroad, finding 
a new route to work or school, 
or already use the waterways 
regularly but want to discover 
new places to go.” 

Emily Clarke, communica¬ 
tions manager at Google, 
said: “We work with specialist 
organisations to capture 
some of the remotest and 
most beautiful locations in 
the world from the Grand 
Canyon to Mount Everest. 

“The Canal & River Trust 
trekkers have captured some 
stunning imagery of Britain’s 
idyllic waterways so more of 
us can experience them than 
ever before.”

en track record of cutting council tax 
and balancing the councils budget. 

“We have a great team of candidates, 
keen to help people, who have been 
knocking on doors meeting people 
every week since the last election.” 

A number of independent candidates 
will also be standing. They include

Disaster epic unleashes 
the full fury of Vesuvius 



POMPEII

BRITISH director Paul WS Anderson embraces 
the hoary cliches of the disaster movie with this 
unintentionally amusing swords and sandals 
epic set in the shadow of a grumbling Mount 
Vesuvius. 

Not since the summer of 1997, when Dante's 
Peak and Volcano went head-to-head at the box 
office, has the fiery wrath of Mother Nature been 
unleashed with such pyrotechnic-laden fury. 

A prologue set in northern Britannia AD62 
introduces a boy called Milo (Dylan Schombing), 
who witnesses the murder of his parents at the 
hands of corrupt Roman senator Corvus (Kiefer 
Sutherland) and sadistic henchman Proculus 
(Sasha Roiz). 

Seventeen years later, Milo (now played by 
Kit Harington) has blossomed into a merciless 
killing machine in the gladiatorial arena where 
he catches the eye of slave master Graecus 
(Joe Pingue) who is seeking a worthy opponent 


for undefeated champion Atticus (Adewale 
Akinnuoye-Agbaje) at the forthcoming games in 
Pompeii. 

Milo is dragged to the ill-fated city where his 
rock hard abs induce a lusty swoon in Cassia 
(Emily Browning), the daughter of wealthy 
merchant Severus (Jared Harris) and his wife 
Aurelia (Carrie-Anne Moss). Unfortunately, 
Corvus has his beady eye on Cassia and the 
scheming senator demands her hand in marriage 
in return for Pompeii's rejuvenation under 
Emperor Titus. 

As the games begin, Vesuvius erupts and Milo 
and Atticus use their physical prowess to escape 
with terrified Cassia in tow. 

Fittingly, Pompeii \s built on the shaky 
foundations of a ramshackle script that doesn't 
flesh out any of the characters in any sufficient 
detail to make us care about their fates. 

Anderson certainly understands the mechanics 
of an outrageous action sequence and he 
engineers some humdingers as fiery rocks rain 
down on Pompeii's stricken inhabitants. 


A prolonged climax expertly cuts together 
aerial shots of devastation with close-ups of the 
scantily clad cast falling victim to magma and a 
tsunami, systematically cutting off the various 
escape routes until the only option left is to run. 

As the city tumbles to its corrupt foundations, 
the three scriptwriters insist on finding reasons 
for the two-dimensional characters to delay their 
exodus. 

Harington sports a sweat-glistened six-pack 
that will make gym bunnies weep with envy but 
he is unable to deliver any of his clunky lines with 
conviction. Browning simpers while Sutherland 
merrily chews scenery. 

Action scenes are both thrilling and hilariously 
preposterous and the romantic subplot twixt Milo 
and Cassia falls woefully short of the sweeping 
tragedy of Titanic to which Anderson evidently 
aspires.

It’s going to be at their home 
ground. It’s going to be a different game. 
Nothing is going to be taken lightly,” said 
Blewitt. 

“If we do that I am confident we can do a 
job. It must have been a body blow [losing the 
title] but they have come back today against a 


good Needham team. It should be a cracker. I 
can’t wait. 

“That was a professional performance, 
Everyone dug in. It wasn’t the prettiest per¬ 
formance but they could not handle us. We 
were on top from the start. We fully deserved 
that. Coming to a place like this, a team in 
form and to put in a big, big performance like 
that, all the lads should be proud of them¬ 
selves.”
